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DR.  BYERLY  NEW  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  HEAD 

Dr.  Theodore  C.  Byerly  has  been  appointed  as  head  of  the  Animal  Husbandry 
Division.  He  succeeds  Dr.  Hugh  C.  McPhee,  who  as  assistant  chief  of  the  Bureau 
will  now  devote  all  his  time  to  coordinating  animal-husbandry  and  disease-control 
research. 

Dr.  Byerly,  who  is  a  native  of  Melbourne,  Iowa,  first  came  to  the  Bureau  June 
1,  1929,  serving  as  poultry  physiologist  until  October  20,  1937,  when  he  left  to 
become  professor  of  poultry  husbandry  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  He 
returned  to  the  Bureau  on  July  1,  1941,  to  head  its  poultry-husbandry  investiga- 
tions and  to  have  general  supervision  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan. 
Dr.  Byerly  was  in  charge  of  UNRRA's  livestock  rehabilitation  program  for  V/2 
years  immediately  after  the  war.  In  his  present  assignment  his  headquarters  will 
be  at  the  Agricultural  Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Md. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE  ERADICATION  IN  MEXICO 

The  Bureau  continues  to  augment  its  forces  engaged  in  the  eradication  of  foot- 
and-mouth  disease  in  Mexico,  in  cooperation  with  the  authorities  of  that  country. 
At  the  end  of  July  the  United  States  staff  engaged  in  that  work  in  Mexico  consisted 
of  about  170  persons.  Of  these,  65  were  veterinarians;  the  remainder  comprised 
sanitary  technicians,  appraisers,  paymasters,  and  other  classes  of  technical  or 
administrative  employees.  In  order  that  the  Bureau's  inspectors  in  charge  and 
other  supervisory  officials  in  the  United  States  may  be  kept  currently  informed  of 
developments  in  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  situation  in  Mexico,  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  furnish  field  stations  with  copies  of  press  material  and  other 
current  reports  of  progress.
